(i) Remusteration of Followers: 

By transfer against Five percent of the posts from amongst 
Combatised Followers - Skilled and Unskilled, who have 
put three years regular service in the Force and subject to 
fulfilling the following qualifications: - 

a) 8 th Class pass; 

b) must possess physical standards as prescribed in the 
approved scheme for direct recruitment.

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(ii) By deputation of Constable (General Duty) in analogous 
scale from other Central Government or State Government 
Police Organisation on functional requirement basis.” 

Note 1:- The period of deputation including the period of 
deputation in another ex-cadre held immediately preceding * 
this appointment in same or some other Organisation or 
deputation of the Central Government shall ordinarily not 
exceed three years.
